Rev, Ben E, Cox, who was just recently 
elected Saginaw County CAC director, in 
October of this year, submitted his resign- 
ation Tuesday at a special CAC meeting, 

Rev, Cox, who was recommended by the 
Chicago office, had taken over the vacant 
post of CAC director and expressed a desire 
to help the poor people of Saginaw, Since his 
arrival here in the city, he had met with 
local community groups in a united effort to 
improve the poverty program in Saginaw 
Seounty,. 

Prior to his resignation in the special 
meeting, Rev, Cox had called a meeting with 
his staff and told them that ''I will not be 
dictated to by any power structure", It is 
rumored that the power structure which has 
sounded the death knoll of the local CAC pro- 
gram, had planned to make the new director 
look bad, by the sudden resignation of execu- 
tive board members, It is rumored that the 
director beat them to the punch, 

In.a long distance conversation with Rev, 
Ben E, Cox, AFRO reporters were told by 
Cox, that "he refused to be used or dictated 
to, .He was hired to do a service for the 
poor people of Saginaw'', He also said ''the 
chairman and the director don't count-it's 
the poor people who need the program, It 
is these poor people who will suffer most if 
5 or 6 guys who are trying to run the county

CITY FATHERS ATTEMPT TO EVADE 
SLUM HOUSING ISSUE WITH SPEEDY LAW 


On monday evening, Nov, 6, the city 
council attempted to quickly pass a mandatory 
inspection of rental dwellings ordinance, 
rather than enforce the present housing code 
statues already on the books, 

The city fathers in their haste to sell the 
citizens of Saginaw a bill of goods with this 
empty ordinance, had the audacity to schedule 
the public hearing and the vote for passage 
of the ordinance on the very same night, 

A large number of citizens were on hand 
to witness this "legislative comedy", with 
several slum landlords in attendance, Of the 
approximated number of 558 or more land- 
lords in the city of ''Saginaw'' only a few ver- 
bally protested the ''weak'' ordinance, 

Also included in the total number of land- 
lords in the city, are some of the city fathers 
themselves, 

Presently rental dwellings are inspected 
once every three years and will be spot 
checked by city inspectors only if complaints 
are received, The reason that the hastily 
proposed rental inspection ordinance has not 
been protested by more of the city's landlords 
is because there are so many ways that they 
can get around the empty law or ordinance, 
For example, landlords and slumiords obtain 
temporary waivers on necessary repairs to 
their dwellings, in which there is no time 
limits set in the ordinance on the periods of 
waivers for repairs, Secondly, city housing 
inspectors can aid landlords and slumlords 
in legal suits for alleged tenant damage, The 


poor tenant will be at the mercy of the city 
inspectors and ruthless landlords, also to 
avoid the mandatory inspection, slumlords 
can sell substandard and rundown houses to 
tenants on a land contract and ''as is'' what- 
ever the condition, This common practice in 
Saginaw is known as "RENTING WITHOUT 
MAINTENANCE", 


Citizens of Saginaw, do not be deceived 
by this legislative trickery or ''tomfoolery on 
the part of the city council, They have shown 
they are not sincere in solving the problem 
of SLUM HOUSING by not enforcing present 
housing code ordinances,

Oscar W, Baker, a Bay City attorney said 
the Saginaw Rotary Club, in his 'Impressions 
of a Revolution", "the worst thing you can do 
to a human being is, not to kill him, but to 
let him live and scar or injure his personality 
so he fails to become all he can become and 
he hates himself", : 

The Black man was a slave in this country 
for nearly 250 years, during which time the 
white slave owner used a brutal and terrify- 
ing kind of "genocide" against him, They 
didn't try to wipe him out physically, as 
Hitler did the Jews, because as Mr, Baker 
stated, then it would have been all over(and 

he was a much too valuable chattel for that) 
Instead, being the inhuman brutes that they 
were, they let the African slaves live and 
tryed to kill his desire, his knowledge of him- 
self, his people, his past and his ambition, 
The once noble and proud African was dehum- 
anized and turned into an animal, a beast of 
burden, The slave owner traded and sold the 
Blacks in a manner designed to destroy the 
family, Brothers-were separated from bro- 
ther. husband separated from wife, Some- 
times because it was usually economical and 
convenient, young children were usually left 
with the mother or another black woman was 

3 >.responsibility of looking after those 
children who had been separated from their 
mother, Asa result the woman was project- 
ed as the dominant figure in what was left of 
the slaves family life, 

Handed down from great grandmother to 
grandmother to mother, this heritage of 
matriarchy is still evident toa great 
degree in the culture of Black America today. 
In this present age, it is one of the most des- 
tructive forces in the life of the Black family 
confined to the ghettos of this country, 
Statistics show that up to 44% of our families 
report no father living in the home, The male 
children in these families grow up without a 
father image to emulate, In some cases these 
children are never close to an adult male 
until they reach high school, In the father- 
less home they often never hear anything but 
degrading remarks about the man who father- 
ed them, Growing up in these conditions he 
has no male image with which to identify, so 
when he reaches high school, having nothing 
to motivate him he usually drops out, If he 


-marrys, his wife usually goes to work and 
often she makes more money than he does, 
which adds to his feelings of inferiority,
